An act of mercy shows there is no vengeance in the 
executive heart and giving a 
convicted ^ r s n n \ 
chance at reformation is an act more like the Divine 
attitude than anything else. 
No man may be paroled or pardoned who is not in 
Class A. That means he has neen and i. at the time 
of his plea for leniency, a model prisoner 
Governor Br.ndon paroles few, if any, prisoners 
who have not been focopamended for parole by the 
State Pardon Board, composed of the State Auditor, 
State Attorney-General and Secretary of State, and 
> 
by the triaJ *ud*« »nd solicitor. 
I submit that 
when a prisoner comes with all these and in most 
cases, many others, pleading for a chance to prove 
that a reformation has been affected, his plea is well 
worthy of aerioua consideration. 
I will go further than tWa. 
He never pardons a 
convict at all until he haa been given a chance to 
prove that his own daily life and conduct have been 
exemplary And that he it worthy of being restored to 
citizenship. Then, tf * convict violates his good be- 
havior agreement with the governor, his parole is 
speedily revoked, “time off”*far good behavior is lost 
and the convict returned to prison. 
We preach a gospel of penitence, mercy and refor­ 
mation. For God’S sake, let’s iet thw governor give 
the poor fellows a chance. Ha has made good ao far, 
and numerous are the reformations that can be point­ 
ed out by persons informed on this subject. 
At the 8 
same time there-has been a most excellent improve­ 
ment in the matter of law enforcement. 
Now, tpxthe last point. ^A person who is sentenced 
to a short term, say twelve months to three years, 
serves fifty 
seventy-fiVe per cent of this time, and 
is given a chance to return to hfs home and family, 
i is much more apt to return to his home and assume 
the attitude of a good citizen than otherwise; spe­ 
cially is this so with an unfinished sentience hanging 
over his head. 
On the other hand, if a convict serves the 
fufll 
time, he gets out with a feeling of hardest hatred in 
his heart; realizing no favors were showft him; real­ 
ising he is again at full liberty) his own man to pur­ 
sue his own inclinations, And I Imagine, more often 
than otherwise, no reformation has been affected, no 
deterrent influence has filled his mind, and the pur­ 
pose of his punishment largely is lost. 
Now, if anyone knows afty convict on parole who 
has returned to his old tricks of liquor making or vio­ 
lating any other law, and will say so, I guarantee it 
won’t be long before that convict is back in the pen 
serving his full timé in expiation of his crime.
